That editorial stated that the 
boys and girls needed a recrea­ 
tion center in order to keep them 
off the streets. Now the need 
for a recreation center for high 
school students is much greater 
that it used to be for the simple 
reason that with all the service 
men Palm Springs now has, it 
isn’t proper for the students to 
be on the streets at night. Besides 
thy need some recreation just as 
the boys in the service do. The 
men in uniforms have the U. S. 
O., the nom-com. club, and the 
Officers Hut. The students have 
the Palm Springs high school au­ 
ditorium Now, the auditorium is 
nice and large, and it has a stage 
for an orchestra, if we are ever 
fortunate enough to have one, but 
we cannot use the auditorium 
every Friday and Saturday eve­ 
ning and even if we could it takes 
gas and tires to travel out to it. 
In such times as these when gas 
and rubber is hard to get it is 
not right for the boys and girls 
to waste them for entertainment. 
Therefore the students still need 
a recreation center even as they 
have needed one for months and 
even years. 


One of the Sophomore boys,^> 
knowing the words to several 
of these songs, began to break 
out in a gay chorus at different 
intervals until many of the oth­ 
ers conceived the idea of singing 
with him. Now the fourth period 
English class in which these boys 
are enrolled, is annoyed with this 
Gay Ninety fluster of tunes, and 
the teacher of the class is get­ 
ting rather discouraged trying to 
cub the over-exuberant chorus.

Budget Your Rationing Book and Avert 


Gasless Days, Is Ration Board Advice 


The habits of Am ericans have become so fixed lhal even the 
shock of gasoline rationing has not upset m any careless habits. 
At least that is w hat Bill Lippm an, local rationing chief, thinks. 
"It is surprising" he said "how m any car ow ners are careless 
about the planning they m ust do to assure having their car in 
steady use. 


“No 
amount 
of 
speculation^ 
about changes in gasoline ration 
rules can compare with a little 
careful budgeting of your mile­ 
age.” 


USING TOO MUCH 


Many have already come to the 
local board and complained that 
their 
allowances 
will not 
be 
enough to carry them through 
the assigned period of time. Since 
supplemental rationing did not 
begin until shortly after regis­ 
tration late in November, the 
early “B” and “C” book owners 
have already run well over a 
month of their three months per­ 
iod, since the majority of such 
owners are bracketed in 
three 
months limits. 
Several have already come in 
with sad stories 
about 
having 
used their full three months al­ 
lotments in a 30 day period. 


NO TRAGIC NEED 


“In almost everyone of these 
cases no tragic need was revealed 
which would justify the quick 
use of their rations and nothing 
can be done about that by the 
local board,” said Mr. Lippman. 
“The only remedy is for the car 
user to make an appeal, on the 
prescribed form, two copies of 
which are required to be filed 
with the local board for their 
endorsement of the board’s prior 
action and their statem ent of the 
facts as understood by them. This 
appeal then goes to Los Angeles 
to be presented to 
an appeal 
board there. After a reasonable 
time, the reply comes back to 
the local board for transmission 
to the car owner. 
“The chances of a reversal of 
the local board’s position or judg­ 
ment are just about the same as 
any case presented to an appeal 
court — sometimes over-ruled — 
sometimes affirmed. 


EXCELLENT RECORD 


“So far there have been only 
three 
appeals 
in 
the Palm 
Springs area. This would seem a 
fairly good gauge of the rulings 
of the local board, considering the 
several thousand decisions made

Of course as time 
goes on and conditions 
change 
more appeals will be made. 
“But the average "B” and “C” 
user can improve his position if 
he will keep a careful daily ac­ 
count of his mileage and forecast 
into the future as far as he can 
what his needs will be, then care­ 
fully budget his coupons. Allow 
a little all the time for safety 
margin, like a 
careful 
money 
budgeteer does. 


ON MONEY BASIS 


“Figure this thing on a money 
basis. Uncle Sam sets up a credit 
limit, or drawing account sum. 
Into your mileage bank account 
he grants you an “A” book, good 
for 240 miles per month (at 15 
mpg) or, if you are entitled to 
it, a “B” book for more. 


“Let us say your “B” book is 
good for 6 months — a “B/6 in 
other words. The total value of a 
B book is 960 miles, if all 16 
coupons are attached as in a full 
book. In a “B /6” that means you 
get 160 miles per month for use 
in the B book and have 150 miles 
occupational miles in your “A 
book, again leaving 90 miles for 
family use in the A book. All 
told you therefore have just 400 
miles of driving per month—240 
in the A book and 160 in the B 
book. 


COULD OVERDRAW 


“You could use all your 
two 
month's A coupons in less time 
than that — you could also use 
your 160 miles per month or total 
960 in the B book in less than 
the 6 months, but in both cases 
you have dislodged your budget 
and drawn against your credit. 
Like in a 
bank 
wherein you 
might have regular credits com­ 
ing, which accumulate for your 
use, or can be drawn in shorter 
time, you can draw your gaso 
line mileage in a wasteful man­ 
ner. 
“B ut the result is the same. 
Both bankers have their rules 
In the money bank you run up 
against “no funds” checks—the 
gasoline bank “no coupons”. It 
pays to budget this mileage priv­ 
ilege — if you want steady trans­ 
portation. 
“Your board can do little, if 
indeed anything at all, if you ov­ 
erdraw.”

regulations. These form s are ob­ 
tainable from any Collector of 
Intern al Revenue, and generally 
from any bank. Special forms are 
designated for corporations, for 
partnerships, for trusts and fidu- !

tion of sugar) resulting from a 
! carbohydrate-rich diet. When the 
body is unable properly to utilize 
sugar, the 
fuel 
supplying 
the 
body with its energy, it becomes, 
in turn, unable properly to utilize 
oxygen. The body then falls vic­ 
tim to a veritable Pandora's box 
of ills, succumbing at its weakest 
point. 
Paradoxically enough, Lieuten­ 
ants Sandler and 
Berke 
found 
evidence, supporting a number of 
earlier investigations by others, 
that a diet rich in carbohydrates 
results in a reduced availability 
of sugar to the bodily tissues, 
whereas a diet low in sugar and 
starches but high 
in 
proteins, 
such as milk, eggs, meat and fish, 
is the one that supplies the body 
with the type of sugar that it 
can utilize for its vital needs, par­ 
ticularly in making oxygen avail­ 
able to the tissues. 
The reason for this paradox, the 
evidence reveals, according to the 
report, is that the body is unable 
to utilize efficiently sugars sup­ 
plied to it ready made in the 
diet, but must take its sugar 
through the intermediacy of the 
liver, which first synthesizes a 
special form of sugar, named gly­ 
cogen out of the food supplied 
to it, and then stores it for the 
body’s future needs. 
Glycogen is manufactured by 
the liver most efficiently out of 
the carbohydrate components of 
proteins. Data indicate 
that 
a 
carbohydrate-rich 
diet actually 
suppresses the liver 
output of 
glycogen. 
Susceptibility to, and persist­ 
ence of, tuberculosis infection, the 
report adds, are very likely fun­ 
damentally related to the amount 
of glycogen stored in the liver. 
For this reason good 
nutrition, 
physical and mental rest 
have 
been effective therapeutic meas­ 
ures in the treatment of tuber­ 
culosis. Rest .is effective because 
it makes available for healing 
processes glucose 
and 
oxygen 
which might have been used for 
muscular energy. 
The physicians 
also 
present 
evidence to show that on a low 
carbohydrate, high protein diet 
"the organism consumes 
more 
glucose and oxygen because such 
a diet probably makes available 
a more highly reactive form of 
glucose, labeled gamma-glucose.” 
In the treatment, the following 
carbohydrate - rich foods were 
completely avoided: 
Bread, ce­ 
reals, potatoes, sugar, corn, rice, 
tapioca, split peas noodles, m a­ 
caroni, spaghetti, cake, candy, ice 
cream, pan-cakes, etc. Soybean 
flour muffins were given from 
time to time. 
Breakfast would consist of a 10 
per cent fruit, two 
eggs, 
two 
crackers, butter, cheese and a 
cup of the milk-cream mixture. 
Dinner would consist of broth, 
meat, 5 and 10 per cent vegeta­ 
bles (raw and cooked), 10 per 
cent fruit, two crackers and milk- 
cream mixture. 
Supper would consist of broth, 
fish, two eggs, 5 and 10 per cent 
vegetables (cooked and raw), 10 
per cent fruit, two crackers, but­ 
ter, milk-cream mixture. Patients 
were encouraged to eat nuts be­ 
tween meals if they were hun­ 
gry. 
High 
carbohydrate 
nuts, 
such as peanuts and 
cashews, 
were not allowed. 
Ten patients “with advanced 
pulmonary tuberculosis 
suitable 
only for custodial 
care’’ 
were 
placed on the diet. All ten, the 
physicians report, responded to
